All theſe Conſiderations moved the Imperial Court to take right meaſures 
- treat with the Duke of Savoy, in ſuch a manner as might not be ſuſpected 

to the Allies. They propoſed to ſend him a Perſon of Truſt from Vienna, 
- which ſhould be provided with ſuſſicient Powers to conclude a Treaty, and 
t he would remain incegnite in Piedmont, it would be eaſy to manage this lu- 
trigde unknown to the French, who would never think that an Imperial Mi- 
& niſter would come to abſcond, as it were, in their Sight. Monſieur Satvey 
© was at firſt employed in this Negotiation, he went ſeveral times from Vena 
to Tar, and from Twin to Vienna, till at laſt when the Emperour queſti- 

* - oned no more the Duke's good Intentions for the Intereſt of his Houſe, he 
ſent him the Count  Averſperg with a full Power to treat of and conclude 
an offenſive and deferifive Alliance with His Royal Highneſs. This Miniſter 
+ arrived at Turin, in July 1703. where he abſconded for a while; but as 
© they were apprehenſive that Monſieur de Phelippeanx, Ambaſſador of Fraxce,

Strokes of the like Reflections; It is true, added he, that the Situation J am in; 
and the Courſe. I have kept ſince the Death of the King of Spain, gives me reaſon to 
' expett an Increaſe of my Dominions, ſince my Services do not à little contribute to 
the Welfare of thoſe of the Spaniſh MAonarchy, to which the Milaneze i not of

It was eaſy to perceive that the Duke of Savoy aim'd at the Alilanexe, as

fold ſome Thouſand Men to the King of Fance. The Emperor had given 
him already ſome hopes, that if he came to be Maſter of the Spaniſh Domini- 
ons in /taly, he would leave the Alexandrin at his Diſpoſal : And if the 


French had promiſed him all the Alaneze, he would perhaps have rejected 


the Emperor's Offers, except he had conſiderably augmented 'em. 

The King of France thought that if he ſhould take from the Duke of Savoy 
all Hopes of Succours from Germany, he might keep him in the Intereſt of 
the Two Crowns: Which obliged that Monarch to order the Duke of Ven- 
dome, who commanded the Army, to march towards the Tirol, to join with 
the Duke of Bavaria, to oblige the Emperor, by this Diverſion, to with- 
draw the Troops he had in /aly ; but this Attempt had not the Effect that 
His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty expected ; on the contrary, the Abſence of the 
Army did facilitate the Conclufion of the Duke of Savoy's Treaty with the 
Emperor: His Royal Highneſs even concerted meaſures with General Se- 
remberg, who commanded the Imperialiſts, for the advancing towards the 
French Army, amongſt which were the Troops of Savoy, which had Orders 
to paſs over to the Germans, and to turn their Arms againſt the Fench, in 
Caſe they ſhould offer to oppoſe this changing of Sides. |
